No Judge of the supreme or district 


courts-shall be elected or appointed tc 
any other than judicial offices or be 
eligible thereto during the term for 
which he was elected or appointed 
such Judge. All votes or appointment* 
for either of them for any elective or 
appointive'office except that of judge 
of Ufe sypreme court, given by th*e leg- 
islative assembly or the people shall 
be void. 
This seems to be fairly conclusive. 


It will be observed that the prohibi- 
tion covers the full term for which the 
judge was elected or appointed, hence 
even his resignation of the judicial 
position would not make him eligible 
for any other until the full term for 
which he was elected or appointed has 
-expired.

udges, to other than judicial positions, 
nd that any such elections or appoint- 
ments shall Jje void. And, for the sole 


urpose for which that clause was 
•ritten—the complete separation of 
he judiciary from politics—the candi- 
acy of a judge for a federal position 
s -as objectionable as it would be for 
state office. 
Those citizens of North 'Dakota who 
re grouped under the general clasaifi- 
ation of independents have properly 
laced strong emphasis on orderly pro- 
edure in matters of government, and 
n the faithful observance, not merely 
f the -letter, but of the spirit of the 
onstitution. They cannot now do vie- 
ence to taat constitution ty using ft 
ransparent subterfuge for the evasion 
I its plain intent. 
It can be nothing more or less than 


utoterfuge to maintain that the con- 
titution has any other intent than to 
eparate its judiciary from politics.

FEED FURNACE DURING WINTER 


TO CONSERVE JSUPPLy OF FUEL 


Of'Much Importance That Heating Plant Be Thoroughly Undcntoo* 


(Prepared by the United State* Department 
of Agriculture.) 


The Average house owner burns too 


much coal, principally because ifr does 
cot know bow to regulate his neater, 
say engineers of the United States De- 
partment, of Agriculture In farmers' 
Bulletin 1194, "Operating Home-Heat- 
ing Plant," published by the depart- 
ment. Many rural homes are now pro- 
vided with furnaces, and the publica^ 
tkra was prepared as a guide to their 
efficient operation, particularly in get- 
ting the most heat out of the fuel used 
aod in making the home as healthful 
as possible. 


The satisfactory and efficient heat- 


ing of homes, according to the bulletin, 
requires that the chimney flue be of 
proper size and in the proper place, 
that the proper heating equipment be 
Installed correctly, that the plant be 
understood thoroughly and operated 
go that it gives the most heat from 
the fuel consumed, that the House be 
constructed so that the beat is held 
In, that the air be kept moist, and that 
enough fresh air be admitted either 
continuously or from time to time to 
avoid the discomfort or unhealtbful 
conditions due to accumulation of car- 
bonic-acid gas. In selecting fuel, tbe 
bulletin suggests that different kinds 
and sizes of coal should be tried out 


Should Be Properly Installed, 


The best and highest-priced heater 


Improperly Installed may give less sat- 
isfaction than the poorest and cheap- 
est put In correctly, says the bulletin. 
For this reason a man known to un- 
derstand 
his business should Install 


the plant In selecting the, 
consult owners of homes who have 
had experience in operating furnaces 
of different types. 


Practically all heating plants have 


fqnr dampers. A draft damper In the 
door of tlte ash pit is opened to adrajt 
air through the fire, which causes It 
to burn rapidly. A check damper^ lo- 
cated in the smoke pipe Is opened to 
admit cold air into the flue, thus in- 
terfering with the draft and retard- 
ing the burning of fuel In the heater. 
The damper located in the feed door 


* is used for the same purpose. Through 


It cold air Is admitted directly over 
the fire, and if opened wfBe it acts 
as a check. When regulated properly 


It admits just sufficient air to supple- 
ment that admitted through the draft 
damper and causes more perfect com- 
bustion of tbe fuel. The smokepipe 
damper is located between the furnace 
and the check draft and can be us^d 
to control the draft above the fuel in 
windy weather or at night. 


Ashes should not be permitted t» 


accumulate in the ash pit, as this re- 
tards the draft and the heat causes 
the grate bars to become warped and 
bent. As a rule It Is not necessary 
to shake down the ashes more that- 
once or twice a day, except In very' 
cold weather, and shaking should be 
stopped as soon as live sparks begin 
to fall into the ash pit. 
In mild 


weather coal can be saved by'permit* 
ting an accumulation of ashes in tb« 
grate. N 


Sealing Cracks Save* Heat. 


It is economy to seal the cracks 


about doors and windows with weath- 
er strips, and where 'the weather it 
unusually cold, storm sash Is recom- 
mended. With a wind velocity of 16 
miles an hour a crack of "three-thirty, 
seconds of an Inch, which is much less 
than the average for doors and wir> 
dows, permits the passage of about 
1% cubic feet of air a minute for ev- 
ery lineal foot An ordinary double* 
sash window (36 inches wide and 72 
Inches high) would thus admit 30 cu- 
bic feet of 'air a minute. In a room 
10 feet wide by 20 feet long, having 
two windows of this kind, there would 
be required approximately 80 per cent 
more heat units to heat it properly 
^an^lf the, entrance .of thjg. alt waj[ 
controlled and' fT^mpifete*change al- 
lowed once every hour. 


In' addition .to maintaining a proper 


'temperature, the moisture present in 
the air is a great factor in heating 
homes. The water pan in the furnace 
should always be kept filled, and oth- 
er means provided fi>r the evaporation 
of water in the living room. Not only 
are rooms In which <he air has a high 
percentage of moisture more econom- 
ically headed, but living conditions are 
more healthful.
